It is not apparent, however, on the basis of this sum 
menorandun whether actual membership was involved within the 


purview of the questions asxed in the sensitive form filled 
out by Powell. 


e have over 2,500 references in our indices on Powell 
alone and these are currently being given an exhaustive review. 
In the event there is evidence of actual membership, it would 
appear to involve a prima facie violation of the Fraud Against

DETAILS: 


By memorandum 5-31-61 from Mr. L'Allier to Mr. Belmont 
it was reported that the Name Check Section had received from the 
Civil Service Commission (CSC) requests concerning the captioned 
individuals who have been designated to attend the International 
Labor Organization Conferences to be held from June 7-20, 1961, 
in Geneva, Switzerland. This memorandum pertains to the request 
concerning Powell. A separate memorandum will be submitted 
concerning Roosevelt. It is noted that Powell alone is the 
subject of approximately 3,000 references in Bureau files. The 
review of these references has been completed and the results 
set forth below. Attached is a letterhead memorandum for 
dissemination to CSC summarizing information pertinent to its 
request. The Attorney General has been advised of the receipt 
of these requests. The file review revealed Powell to have been 
a member of several organizations designated by the Attorney 
General pursuant to Executive Order 10450. Inasmuch as Powell 
failed to list membership in these organizations on the Form 86 
submitted to CSC, the possible violation of Fraud Against the 
Government statutes is 2 referred to the Attorney General. 
It is to be noted that the Department has not authorized 


prosecution in any gase which does not involve membership in 
the Communist Party. 


Background: 


Powell was born in New Haven, Connecticut, 11-29-08. 
His parents, shortly after Powell's birth, moved to New York 
City where Powell's father became Pastor of the Abyssinian 
Baptist Church, Powell attended Colgate University from which 
he received a B.A. degree in 1930 and Columbia University from 
which he received his M.A. degree in 1932. In 1934 the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him by Shaw University 
and in 1947 he received the degree of Doctor of Laws from 
Virginia Union University. Prior to Powell's graduation from 
college in 1929 he served as Manager of his father's church. 
Later he became Assistant Pastor and in 1936 when his father 
retired, Powell became Pastor, The Abyssinian Baptist Church 
is reported to be one of the oldest Negro congregations in the 
North and one of the largest Protestant congregations in the 
United States. Powell was the first Negro Councilman to be 
elected in New York City having taken that office in 1941. In 
1944 he was elected to the United States Congress and has 
served in that body since that date. He is presently Chairman

Powell was interviewed on 7-15-56 
and advised an unknown male caller had on 7-14-56 telephoned his 
residence and said he, the caller, had been instructed to pick

Powell has frequently received letters and telephone 
calls of a ee nature and on several occasions, after 
notifying the press, has referred them to the Bureau.

The quality of instruction in these 
private schools is far superior to that of the public 
schools and in large part these rivate schools after 
the first elementary grades use the English language as the 
teaching vehicle. Proponents of this plan declare that the 
students thus early in life gain an excellent command of the 
English language which they consider to be essential for 
success in the bilingual society of Puerto Rico.

Possibly much of the anti-American sentinent 
is engendered by “second class treatment" that Puerto 
Ricans have in the past received in the United States. 
This was in large part due to their lack of command of 
the English language and the fact that they were 
economically poor and had difficulty in being assimilated 
into the American way of life. : 


We note constantly in the public press in Puerto 
Rico expressions of concern that Puerto Ricans will lose 
their cultural identity as American customs and ideas 
come. into Puerto Rico. In letters to the editor fears 
are often expressed that U. 8. business firms are taking 
over Puerto Rico and are siphoning of their profits to 
the United States. Speaker of the House of Representatives 
ERNESTO RAMOS ANTONINI, amember of Governor MUNOZ‘ 
political party has in the recent past blocked the 
establishment of further supermarkets in Puerto Rico 
on the basis that too much can business was coming 
into the island and hurting the native small businessmen. 
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The Zan Juan Office, of course, due to its - 
investigative responsibilities sees the worst of anti- 
American activity since such activity is constahily 
brought to its attention and it is difficult for us to 
look at the overall situation. Our investigations 
disclose as we have stated above that there are a 
considerable number of persons here who are anti-American 
and who have proved in the past they 11 resort to 
violence.
